After C.-}enoral Scott had won tho war 
with Mexico, Pre.sldcnt Polk sent Nich­ 
olas 'h ist, clilof, clerk of tbo slate de- 
partment, to that rnuiitr,y to ncgodaio 
n treaty of j)oace. (icneral Scott re- 
Hoiitod the prcsldf'nt’s actloii, anil bo 
was so outspoken In bis wrath that 
Trist was olllclally recalled, but ro- 
malnecl to cniiiplota blH work. A treaty 
Of peace was mado and signed at Oua- 
(lalupo llklalgo. By tho terms of this 
convontlon Mexico lost California and 
New Mexico. 


Tbo.Crimean war was brought to a 
eloso bj^ tho treaty of Paris of 1850. 
Tho powers bad long been at the point 
of rupturo, but 1( w'as Itusslan greed 
that proclpltaled the contlict. The cxar 
solKcd somc! of (he minor provinces, 
and it took about a year to ronvlnc(i 
him that ho hint oxcootiod his right. 
During that period occurred tho des­ 
perate battles of Inkerman and BaJa-^ 
kiava, Tho tfcaty that followed mado 
the Black sea neutral to all commerce, 
but closod to ships of war. it also »but 
out all voRsels of war from tho Dar- 
rtanollcs. 


Tho American civil w ar had n pe­ 
culiar flnlsh. 
'rhere was never any 
peaco treaty, but Iho w ar elided with 
the Rurreuder of Oeneral I.eo at Appo­ 
m attox t‘!oiirtbonsc. 
Leo olTored to 
treat for peace after the usual method, 
but G rant declined on (ho grotmd of

to Rdcuro our main points w'o may havo 
yielded too much In favor of the roy­ 
alists," w'roto Franklin to Livingston. 


It soon becauio evident, hoAVcvcr, that 
tbo king and bis mlnlstera did not seo 
Uio m atter in that light.

disposed to believe that tho Aincrlcan 
comniiHsionors liatl not yUildcil enougli. 
It was not until Aug. 0 of (lio follow­ 
ing year that King Goorg(> could make 
up ills mind to ratify the treaty.

Another long Kuroportujl^uanvl was 
ended by the peace of RysTvick. What­ 
ever elso may bo said of Louis XIV. of 
France it la certain that be had no 
especial preference for a quiet life. In 
Uls day ho managed to come to blows 
\vith almost, everj’ pQ^^:er in Europe, 
and frequently he had several of them 
on hand at the same time. 
First he 
Invaded Plnndors.' England, Holland 
and Sweden combined and forced him 
to sign tile peace of .Alx la Chapelle. 
He then invaded Holland. 
Thnt war 
lasted about five, years and ended with 
the treaty of Nimegnen after the Dutch 
opened the water gates and let In the 
Gorman ocean. 
Again tiring of inac­ 
tivity. Louis began the war of tJie 
PaliRjLinato, wbicli lasted eleven years.

His banisbmont to, St. Hel­ 
ena was follow’Qd hy (ho peace, con­ 
gress In Vienna, which w'aa In some re­ 
spects tlie most im portant treaty meet­ 
ing over held. 
I t was practically a 
meeting of dictators to arrange the 
map of Ruropo as best suited them.- 
Bight powers wm’c rejn’esentod—Groat 
Britain, 
Russia, 
Austria, 
Prussia, 
Franco, Spain. Portugal and Sweden. 
The most brilliant diplomats of Kuroi'e 
were in attendance, and there was a 
tmmendous sharpening of wits. 
The 
grand powwow was in progress for 
more than a yenr, and while it w.is In 
sesHion Xi’.poh'on osi-upinl, 'riiore was 


lack of authority. 
Tlio loaders met In 
the llttlo jiarlor of a fiirndiouae and 
talked it all over. 
G rant denuinded 
that Leo’s men should lay down tbelr 
arms, upon which they w'ouid bo grant 
ed parole.

In tho poaco treaty that concluded 
tho 
Franco-Prnsslan

Germany 
drove a hard bargain. 
Tho kaiser’s 
army w’as Intronchod ju st outside of 
Paris Avhen tho prolimlnaries wero 
signed. 
A fter tho capture of tbo guy 
capital Emperor William added to tho 
original demand an indemnity of ifl,- 
200,000,000. 
fti. Thlors succeeded in 
having this stupendous sum reduced 
to !ii,l,000,tK)0.000. 
Most galling of all 
was tJio convorsion of tbo long disput­ 
ed Alsaco and Lorralno into German 
provinces. 


The latest w ar botwoon Russia and 
Turkey, (hat of 1S77, w as ended by tho 
preliminary peaco of San Stefano, fol­ 
lowed by the trpaty of Berlin. It has 
novor boon difficult for n Christian na­ 
tion to llnd n pretext for beginning a 
quarrel with tho '.rurk, iind tho czar’s 
excuse was tho massacre of tho Clirls- 
tihns In Bulgaria by the brishl baJtoiiks. 
As It was evident thnt Turkey was 
likely to get the most thorough drub­ 
bing she had over recolved, tho powers 
Interfered and Insisted upon a, treaty. 
The sultan w’as a tremendous loser, but 
tho Turk still remained In power sulll 
d e n t to ‘‘prosorvo tho peaco of E u­ 
rope.” 


When Japan Whipped China. 


One of the most Important pcaco 
treaties negotiated In modorn times 
was that of Slmpnoscki, between China 
and .Japan. It Is especially notew'orthy 
becauso it Ayas tho iirst poaco treaty 
between oriental] ha ( Ions 
conducted 
after tho Caucasian fashion. It Is In* 
torostiug to Americans because .Tohn 
W. Foster, onco'tho head of tlie Ameri­ 
can deportment of state, w'as one of 
tho representatives Of China. By its 
terms .lapan received an ludeniulty of 
?*200,000,tX)0 and acquired tho rich is 
land of Formosa. 


Tho Spanlsb-Amerlcan war treaty 
signed and ratlfled In ISOO, w'as tho 
latest addition to tho collectipn of such 
documents on tile in th e ’library, of the 
state department. On July 20, 1898, 
Spain 
made 
overtures 
for 
poaco 
through the French ambassador at 
Washington. 
W hen thO proceodings 
opened it was evident that tho Spanish 
commissioners had come to I'arls do- 
tormlncd to obtain wbatoS'cr advan 
,tag(^ the dilatory tactics of penln.sular 
diplomacy could bring;about. It Avas 
also patent to tho Aniorican members 
of tho commission (imt (ho other side 
had no intention of adbprhig to tho 
terms of the protocol if by any means 
they could bo avoided. Tho flrni stand 
assumed by tiie Amoi'icans nt tho out­ 
set and maintained throughout tho dis 
cussions gave the dons Uttlo opportu 
nity 10 iworclso tholr peculiar type of 
diplniuacy.
